It will be observed upon examination of the above expenditures 
on account of Roads durmg the year, the cost of digging snow 
constitutes a very large item, being in the aggregate $1,032.54, con- 
tracted during the winter of 1881-2. It should also be taken into 
consideration in comparing the expenses with those of former years, 
that by a vote of the Town, March 1882, the price for labor on 
roads was changed trom 15 cents to 20 cents per hour; an increase 
of 35 1-3 percent. The sum total also includes the cost of new 
roads at Buzzards’ Bay and Scraggy Neck, and opening of Cross 
Street and some other unusual expenses. 

We obtained last spring one of Pennocks’ Road Machines, sub- 
ject to our approval, the cost of which is $150, and have given it 
a thorough trial. We find that it will accomplish all that is claimed 
for it. In shaping roads and fitling ruts it has more than paid for 
itself in one season, and we advise the purchase of another machine 
and also a Rolter, for use in the western part of the town. 

The experience of the past year has proven very conclusively, 
that the only proper material for making a road,.7s gravel, which 
makes a hard road, free from mud in the winter and dust during 
the summer; and the Surveyors should be instructed to use that 
material, whenever it can be obtained, even at twice the expense of 
loam and clay. .

The actual cost to the Town for the support of its own Poor at 
home and in other Town’s being $4,523.08, an exess of $523.08 over 
the appropriation tor the year, which was of smaller amount than 
has been allotted for that purpose tor some years, being $500 less 
than the appropriation for 1881; and the Overseers would recom- 
mend that it be increased by at least $500 for the coming year. In 
comparing with former years it should also be considered, that the 
cost of all the necessaries of life. is much higher than for several 
preceding years, and had the appropriation been of same amountas 
usual, the expenditures would not have exceeded it. Wenow have 
hut two patients in the Hospitals at the Town expense, viz: Chas. 
W. Hamblin at Taunton and Chas. F. Freeman at-Danvers. The 
bil for the last quarter for support of the latter. by advice 
of Counsel, we have refused to pay, and feel confident the Town 
will soon be free of ex; ense on his account, either by the State re- 
imbursing the amount already paid and assuming further expenses, 
or by his discharge from the Hospital, as a bill is now pending be- 
fore the Legislature for this purpose, and his friends are exerting 
themselves towards effecting the latter. Martha D. Keith has also 
been removed to our Almshouse.

The Selectmen recommend an entire change in the manner of 
auditing and paying all claims against the Town. For many years 
past it hus been the practice of the Collectors to pay bills, in some 
instances without approval by the Selectmen, and return them to 
the Treasurer as cash. Mistakes have occurred which have been 
difficult to rectify, particularly in the Road bills, the Surveyors col- 
lecting in one sum the amount expended in their District’s, and either 
forgetting to pay the persons to whom it was due, or they forgetting 
it had been received. Bills have been presented twice and paid.

The Treasurer should pay all bills, upon orders from the Select- 
men, who should be in session twice each month, (We would sug- 
gest the second and last Saturdays), for the purpose of examining 
and approving claims. Their Clerk should keep a Record of all bills 
which are approved, and upon which orders have been drawn, 
the bills kept on file and arranged in their proper order. Bills are 
now frequently charged to the wrong account, the Treasurer not 
knowing to which class they properly belong, often causing much 
trouble in changing them from one account to another. This 
method is the only corrreet one and is practiced by most towns. 
Your Selectmen of course can adopt this or any method which may 
seem to them best, but before the change was made we thought it 
advisable to bring the subject before the Town in this report, to be 
acted upon at the annual meeting.

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In accordance with the law Tsubmit the following Report. 

At the Annual Town Meeting in March last, the following per- 
sons were elected inembers of the School Committee, viz: C. Dill- 
ingham, Aaron L. Burgess, David Hoxie, Geo. I. Briggs, Edmund 
H. Burgess. Fitteen members compose the full board, five being 
elected each year. The retiring members the present year are 
Joshua H. Baker, Jobn H. Stevens, Levi 8. Savery, Robert Arm- 
strong, Chas. 1]. Burgess, 2d. The Committee was organized by 
the choice of J. H. Steveus, Chairman, Chas. Dillingham, Secretary 
and Superintendent of Schools. Stevens, Burgess and -Dillingham 
were chosen Committee of the High School and text books. 

A statement in detail of receipts and expenditures will be found 
in the concluding pages. Considerable expense has been incurred 
for tuition and transportation of scholars who attended the High 
School in Wareham ; but some saving has been made in that di- 
‘rection, by arranging the classes in our High School so that schol- 
ars can come on the down train and attend here. The matter that 


has, for some years, been a bone of contention in our annual town 
meetings—the Farmersville and Wakeby Schools—was finally set- 
tled at the last annual meeting by voting to move the school house 
located between the above named places, to Farmersville, and to 
build a new one at Wakeby. We have suffered the past year, as 
in former years, from some of our best teachers being called away 
by having larger saiaries offered in other places; but for the most 
part our teachers have been faithful and earnest in their work, and 
good progress has been made, and with more experience, still better 
results will follow. 

In the igh School the plan suggested in the last annual report 
has been carried out, and an English course of three years was es- 
tablished with the beginning of the year. Thus scholars ean take 
a regular classical course of four years, and fit themselves for higher 
stitutions, or an English course of three years and become fitted 
for the ordinary practical business and duties of active life. In 
years past many scholars have *‘dropped out,” after one, two or 
three years in the High School, on the ground that they were 
spending their time on Latin and other things that would not be of 
the slightest practical va'ue in after years, and they wished to learn 
a trade, or in some way enter on the duties of active life, and this 
point, to a certain extent, was well taken. We hope that the above 
named arrangement will lead many, who would otherwise leave 
school without completing the course, to remain and graduate in 
the English course. 

While we would not discourage any one from acquiring a liberal 
education, when time and circumstances permit; still we believe 
that the foundation stone should be a thorough practical English 
education. We do not believe in scholars rushing into Latim and 
Greek while unable to write and spell intellegibly a letter in good 
English, or reckon simple interest. Our Schools should be so ar- 
ranged that schotars shall receive, first a thoroughly | ractical and 
useful education, after that, all classic lore and ornamental branches 
that time and circumstances will admit. It may be a new depart- 
ure from the old beaten tracks, but we will venture to express the 
opinion that less “dead languages” and more ‘‘living (modern) Jan- 
guages” would be an improvement. With a knowledge of French 
and German. and perhaps Spanish—with the English course—a 


person could visit almost any civilized country and find people to 
communicate with.” Without such knowledge his chances of mak- 
ing known his wants or of conversation would be greatly dimin- 
ished, although he might have the Greek lexicon at his tongue’s 
end. And, again, in these days when our shores are swarming with 
foreigners, a knowledge of their languages would be of great assist- 
ance in dealing with them. Why should not the study of these 
languages be considered a part of a practical education, and not as 
entirely ornamental ? 

In view of frequent changes of teachers, the plan suggested last 
year has been acted on, and teachers are given to understand that 
if they leave without due notice they forfeit pay for the part of 
term then due. 

Parents should visit Schools often and show teachers and schol- 
ars that they feel interested in their welfare and progress.

The cost of maintaining the Schools the required length of time 
is in excess of the two or three previous years, and there is a de- 
ficiency of nearly four hundred dollars, over and above the appro- 
priations, which is due to several causes, viz: The advance in teach- 
ers salaries, and in the price of fuel; but principally to the deficien- 
cy in the appropriation for building the new house and moving 
the other at South Sandwich. 

It was my intention to have reviewed somewhat, at length, the 
workin the several Schools, during the past nine years; but cireum- 
stances have prevented, and perhaps it is as well. If any progress 
has been made it must be apparent to all who take any interest in 
the welfare of the Schools. In this connection I shall mention only 
one fact. 

At the examination for admission to the High School, nine years 
since, but two in a class of eighteen, were found to have even a re- 
spectable knowledge of common fractions; consequently none were 
admitted. This year there was a class of thirty-six, and after the 
most thorough and critical examination that has ever been held, 
covering the whole of Arithmetic to evolution, the whole of U.S. 
History and Geography, twenty-four were found to be qualified ; 
representing all sections of the town. 

The recommendations made last year, in relation to an additional 
course of study and some other changes of a practical character 
have been adopted. We have now an English course of three years 
and a Classical course of four years. The two work together har- 
moniously and will, I think, be of advantage to the school, as it 
will give a larger number an opportunity to graduate, and will there- 
fore be an incentive to scholars to remain longer. 

A class of nine graduated the present year. The exercises were of 
unusual interest, the town hall being filled to its utmost capacity 
with parents and friends. ‘The examinations exhibited the same 
thoroughness in teaching that has characterized the School for 
many years, The graduating class was as follows: Rosa Sears

The present outlook of the school is encouraging and we 
confidently anticipate a period of usefulness equal to any in the past. 
It is the duty of those who may have the care of the school, in the 
future, to see that in no direction it be allowed to lose the confi- 
dence of the people, but rather that its usefulness and influence for 
good, should advance with its years. 

In the words of the founders of the institution we dedicated one 
year since, which the school now occupies, » “The education 
of the rising generation in the rudiments of the useful arts and 
sciences, the principles of religion and precepts otf morality were 
esteemed by the Fathers of New England and has ever been es- 
teemed by the wise and good, a primary object, as being the best 
security of public morals, of a free and salutary government, and of 
publie and individual happiness.” 

There are several subjects in connection with the present School 
accommodations which require immediate attention. I would not 
in amy manner, encroach upon the duties or the judgement of my 
successor, but, knowing what is required, it may not be out of place 
for me to offer a few suggestions. The house at Jarvesville or 
“Sand Hill,” as it is sometimes called, which, by the way, is a very 
appropriate name, is unfit longer to be used asaSchool room. The 
location is very unsuitable and the building itself very much out 
of repair. I recommend that it be sold and a new house erected 
on a new lot the coming season; also that $8000 be appropriated 
for this purpose at the annual meeting. ; 


Something must also be done to relieve ths pressure in the Pri- 


mary room on School Street. This School has so increased in 


numbers that the present room is altogether inadequate. The reg- 
ister shows the names of seventy-eight pu ils belonging to the 
school the present year. Altogether too many for one teacher to at- 


tempt to teach. Another room should be added to the present 
building and the School divided, It is recommended that $1000 
be appropriated for this purpose. 

There are also some minor repairs which should receive attention 
during the Summer vacation. The house at Scorton requires paint- 
ing the coming season, and the Grammar School room at West 
Sandwich should have a new hard pine floor, some new furniture 
and the interior painted. 

Believing that circumstances now render it expedient for me so 
to do, I decline to have my name used as a candidate for re-elec- 
yon. The position will, without doubt, fall to abler hands, but 
cannot to one who feels a deeper interest in the welfare of the schools. 
It has been my desire to make myself acquainted with the improved 
methods of instruction and introduce them whenever and wherever 
our limited means would allow. Mistakes have been made but they 
have been errors of judgment and not of intention. If I have some- 
times been too conservative, it was because I believed it wiser to 
pursue the old paths until we were quite sure the new were better. 
I be-speak for my successor the same kindness and forbearance that 
has so long been extended to me.

Report of the Principal of the High School. 

In accordance with the request of the Superintendent and Com- 
mittee, a regular course of study for the High School has been ar- 
ranged for publication. It will not be an iron rule which we shall 
feel obliged to follow to the smallest detail. Different classes will 
probably require different treatment. But there are ecrtain princi- 
ples which will be common to all classes, and there are advantages 
to be gained by having a carefully prepared system as a guide. It 
may be interesting to the public to know some of the ends aimed 
at in the present arrangement which, of course, embraces much that 
is by no means new to the school. 

That which will probably first strike the attention of reader is the 
three years English and Secientifie Course. This method has been 


established in some of our large cities and at the request of the Su- 


perintendent has been adopted here,—in the hope, that, by com- | 
pressing the whole course into so short a period, more scholars may 
he enabled to graduate and to get the benefit of the complete enr- 
riculum. 

The studies have been arranged in such an order, that beginning: 
with the simpler natural sciences, the pupil is led gradually on to 
the more difficult, one branch leading naturally to another. Book- 
Keeping and a review of Arithmetic have been placed at the end, 
that they may be fresh in the mind of the scholar as he goes out 
into the world. It will be noticed that during the larger part of the 
time, the three subjects—Mathematics, Natural Science and English, 
are pursued cojointly, thus giving a variety to the studies of any 
one period. 

It will be noticed also, that two terms are devoted to such sub- 
jects, as Arithmetic, English Grammar and exercises (both already 
pursued in the Grammar School), to Physiology, U.S. Constitution 
and Book-Keeping, while in consequence, others must have but one, 
such subjects as Chemistry, Geology and Astronomy have sup- 
ported the loss. There has been of late years a growing public sen-

timent that more time should be devoted to the more practical 
studies. Itemarks of the nature of the following have been often 
made. “College students, proficient in Latin and Greek, cannot 
write an Hugiish sentence or do a ¢ommon example in Arithmetic.”

There is too much truth in such statements. The public school 
should conform to the intelligent public demand To have our 
course do this, as far as possible, has been our aim. On the other 
hand, we should be the last‘to sympathize with that view of educa- 
tion which would be content with a child’s knowing how to write 
and spell his own naine, to read the newspaper and to make accu- 
rate changeat the store. ‘There is more to this life than getting 
something to eat, drink and wear. That is only the foundation, If 
we do not, as the months and years pass by, reach higher and high- 
er planes of thought and life, if we do not gain broader views of the 
worid as it is, and of the experience of past ages, and of the won- 
derful universe in which we find ourselves,—if we do not grow in 
intellect and character, we fail to the ends of life. It is sometimes 
said that scholars will real the various higher subjects after they 
have left school. True, but how much more like.y is a person to 
be wide-awake to receive new discoveries about the heavenly bodies 
and the infinite regions of space, with the wonderful effect these 
thoughts have in enlarging the mental vision, are to understand new 
views of the past ages of the world’s history, so intimately con- 
nected with most fascinating questions of our origin, or to be stim- 
ulated to observe, appreciate and perhaps utilize the marvelous in- 
ventions constantly offering,—how much more likely, I say, to be 
interested in such matters is a person who knows a little about As- 
tronomy, Geography, Physics and Chemistry, than one to whom 
these names even are mysteries. Sv our purpose is to embody in 
our course 2 little about almost all such subjects, thus making it, in 


a sense, quiie complete. We hope in the limited time we have, to 
vive a few clear ideas of what these sciences treat of, of the terms 
and method of working used in them, and of some of the more im- 
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portant facts they teach. To do this will fit the pupils to learn 
more for themselves by reading in the future. There are some sub- 
jects which must be entirely omitted for lack of time. 

The great dramatist, the master of human nature has said: 

“The man that hath not music in himself, 

And is not moved with coneord of sweet sounds, 
“Ts fit for treason, strategems and spoils. 

“Let no man trust him.” 

I do not know that we should be in danger of all these evils if we 
should omit music from our course, but at any rate music is a good 
thing to have in school as well as out. Through the generosity of 
Mr. George McLaughlin and other public spirited citizens, we are 
provided with a very good organ, and through the faithful and 
patient efforts of Miss Sarah McLaughlin we have made some prog- 
ress in learning how to use it. We have made, it seems to us, great 
progress, considering that we have had, so tar, but eleven lessons. 
We do not expect to become scientifically accurate musicians all at 
once, but we hope, in time, to learn somethIng about music and to 
gain the pleasure, life and good cheer which may be found in turn- 
ing aside once in a while from work to a good, hearty sing. 

We realize that there is a difference between “telling and teach- 
ing,” that “success is measured not by what is told to the scholar 
but by what the scholar himself can tell.’ Yet this is not all, for 
a mere rehearsal of facts, however broadening to the mental vision 
even, is not the highest end to be sought. To train scholars to 
think is the most difficult part of the art of teaching, as it is the 
highest. It requires constant effort and study on the part of the 
instructor, and then is attained in full measure only after many 
years of experience. It is our aim to cultivate accuracy of thought 
by teaching the pupils to carefully anolyze the the thought to be 


presented, to obtain clear and definite views of the subject under 
discussion, and to embody the thought in correct expression. It is 
also our aim to stimulate original mental activity wherever we see 
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an opportunity. “Phe success can be but partial tor to dwell upon 
these matters all the time would defeat the end sought, and = such 
excelience requires time tor development. We hope with increased 
experience to accomplish these purposes better and better as_ the 
years pass on. As we become more acquainted with the peculiar- 
ities of the town and school and obtain a firmer grasp on the re 
lation of things, we find our power increasing, and we feel a grow- 
ing interest in the weltare of the school as a whole and in each of 
the scholars individually. We would ask for the good-will and 
hearty sympathy and co-operation of all the friends of the school 


in heiping us to do well the work given us to do.
